munism pact; establishment of 
permanent Japanese garrisons in 
China anrl Japanese dictated de¬ 
militarized zones: formation of an 
independent inner-Mongolian gov¬ 
ernment, and payment of war in¬ 
demnities by China.

some time from Jan. 3 to Feb. 4. 

If you want a non-resident per¬ 
mit or are a non-resident applying 
for a California licen.se for the 
first time, go to the California pa¬ 
trol office, 3005 North Main street. 

No drivers’ licenses are being 
issued at the city hall temporary 
headquarters. 


S. A. BUILDING 
TAKES JUMP 

Beating the 1936 figures by more 
than $60,000, construction work in 
Santa Ana headed back toward 
pre-depression levels today as 
Building Inspector H. O. Raamus- 
sen closed his books for 1937. 

Despite a three-month lull in 
Rasmu.s.sen’s October. November 
and December figures, the annual 
building report now being pre¬ 
pared contained statistics showing 
Santa Ana’s $1,224,631 worth of 
building this year was well spread 
over 1283 permits for homes, new 
bu.sines.ses, repair-s, and compara¬ 
tively few big construction items. 

One hundred residences were 
built this year at a cost of $6.5,- 
305, compared with 138 homes 
costing $649,954 last year. Twenty- 
one new busine.ss establishments 
totaling $67,613 were erected in 
1937, while 19 bu.siness buildings 
la.st year co.st $46,498. 

Seven big apartment houses rep- 
re.sented an expenditure of $94,- 
400 during the past 12 months; 
six apartments were built for $42,- 
000 in 1936. 

Final figures for December 
showed 109 permits amounting to 
$70,899, an increase over October 
and Novemt>er, yet poorer than 
any other month this year. Big¬ 
gest month of 1937 was April, 
when $169,853 worth of building 
was done, including the two big¬ 
gest single project.?—a $.54,000 
church and a $26,000 mortuary. 


EIGHT SURVIVE 
PLANE CRASH 

SAN PEDRO. (JPt —Eight men 
aboard a large navy seaplane 
which somersaulted in Los Ange¬ 
les harbor today were rescued by 
small boats, the marine exchange 
reported. 

The eight scrambled clear of the 
craft as it rolled nose-over-tail, to 
be picked up. Two were pilots 
and six were sailors, the first re¬ 
ports said. 

The plane had arrived from San 
Diego carrying navy mail. The 
accident occurred in the channel 
near the Twenty-second street 
naval landing.

JOINS FIGHT 
ON BIG GUNS 

Ickes, Jackson Launch 
War on Plutocracy 

WASHINGTON. (A>)—Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt indicated with 
a parable toda.v that anti¬ 
monopoly attacks on busi¬ 
ness by administration offi¬ 
cials were directed at only a 
small minority in the business 
world. 

He was asked at his pre.ss con¬ 
ference to comment specifically on 
two speeches by Robert H. Jack- 
•son, assistant attorney general, 
and one by Secretary Ickes. ’They 
charged 60 wealthy families with 
instituting a strike of capital 
against the administration. 

The President recalled a speech 
by Theodore Roosevelt in which 
he spoke of some individuals as 
malefactors of great wealth. ’The 
President emphasized the word in¬ 
dividuals. 

He then added that a certain ele¬ 
ment of people charged his distant 
relative with calling all wealthy 
people malefactors. He said this 
was not the case. 

’The President tol''/he reporters 
they could 'all hi,, comment a se¬ 
quel to the parable he started on 
Christmas Eve. 

At that time he quoted at length 
from a newspaper column which 
told the story of Jesus’ forgiveness

Just before their conference was 
held administration officials prom¬ 
ised to announce tonight what 
price the treasury will pay for'.sil¬ 
ver mined in the United States 
next year.

WASHINGTON. (A>)—President 
'Roosevelt said today the whole 
process of receivership, both fed¬ 
eral and state, needed extensive re¬ 
vision. 

He made this statement at a 
press conference when asked 
whether he believed the new hous¬ 
ing program would be held up by 
the expense of foreclosure proceed¬ 
ings. 

For illustration, the President 
said that for any railroad that 
was in receivership the cost was 
way out of line. 

He added it was one of the 
things which required simplifica¬ 
tion from both a state and fed¬ 
eral standpoint. 

Touching on other subjects In 
his talk with reporters the Presi¬ 
dent said he expected to resume 
his conferences with private pow¬ 
er utility executives next Tuesday. 
Names of the conferees will be 
announced later.

Gotham New Year Costs Vary 


NEW YORK. (iP) — Gotham’s 
New Year’s eve revelers’^Wlll pay 
a dime to $30 and up to join in 
the festivities of 1938's debut to¬ 
night. 

A dime buys a tin horn to toot 
in Times Square, New Year’s eve 
mecca of a milling throng; $30 
pays the fee for two at the fan¬ 
cier top hat and white tie night 
spots and the urge to tip the hat- 
check girl liberally and hear 
champagne corks pop sets the pace 
from there on. 

The average male New Yorker 
who foots the bill in a medium- 
price hotel grill room will spend 
about $7.50 for each person In his 
party to celebrate, with supper, 
to the strains of swing music. 

The cost of living may have 


gone up, but the cost of New 
Year’s eve skylarking hasn’t, In 
general. Prices are about the 
same as last year, and in many 
places the patron will get as much 
as he did last year for less money. 

Where prices have been raised, 
it’s usually only about 50 cents to 
$2.50. 

How “wet” New York’s celebra¬ 
tion will be depends, oddly enough, 
on the weather. On a clear night, 
revelers “cruise” from bar to bar. 
Stormy nights they stay put. 

Anyway it looks like a New 
Year’s eve along the usual gay 
lines of recent years—with a din 
at midnight, parties of merrymak¬ 
ers having breakfast in night club 
kitchens and exchanging greetings 
with strangers at dawn on Fifth 
avenue. 


TERUEl CAUGHT 
IN DEATH'SRIP 

TERUEL, Spain. (A*)—The Span¬ 
ish civil war rocketed to a bloody 
zenith today in the tumbled hills 
west of Teruel where massed in¬ 
surgent forces stabbed into the 
government line to recapture this 
strategic provincial capital. 

Within the government-held city 
hundreds of persons—insurgent 
soldiers, women and children—- 
were believed buried in the blasted 
granite and masonry of the Bank 
of Spain where they had resisted 
siege in the war's “second Alca¬ 
zar.” 

Confronted with bitter, unyield¬ 
ing resistance of the beleaguered 
insurgent garrison and the civili¬ 
ans under its protection—as well 
as the fierce pressure of the in¬ 
surgent army to the west—gov¬ 
ernment sappers laid dynamite 
mines under one of the places of 
refuge, the bank building, and 
blew it up yesterday in a thunder¬ 
ous explosion. 

Half of Teruel was shrouded 
with black smoke as the thick, 
ancient walls of the building came 
tumbling down. Some of the in¬ 
surgents escaped to the cellars of 
the old Santa Clara convent and 
the civil governor’s palace but 
hundreds were believed caught by 
the explosion. 

Recession Hits 
General Electric 

SCHENECTADY, N. Y. (JP)— 
Wendell Nelson, assistant to the 
manager of the General Electric 
company, said today between 200 
and 300 employes have been laid 
off by the company because of the 
recession in business which he 
termed “quite general.” 

‘We regret that we have found 
it necessary to reduce the force,” 
Nelson said in a statement. ”We 
have laid off between 200 and 300 
employes in the last two or three 
months and may be forced to 
continue laying off 100 to 150 men 
each month until business picks 
up.” 

Nelson said the layoff has af¬ 
fected virtually every department.

Faulding, at the helm, heard a 
terse order: “Get away from that 
wheel, I’m taking command here.”

It waa Morgan, emerging from 
the shadow of the hatch. Chief 
Agent Hanson said. Faulding 
started toward his adversary. 
Three bullets from a revolver 
poured into the yachtsman’s body.

Morgan had Faulding’s body 
dropped overboard. 

"I don’t know what came over 
Jack," Mrs. Morgan told investi¬ 
gators. “He seemed to go crazy. 
After he killed Faulding he ran 
the boat with an iron hand and 
we were in terror.” 

STARTS SOUTH 
Morgan, a former houseboy in 
Los Angeles apartment buildings 
and hotels, pointed the nose of 
the 58-foot schooner south. He 
stayed at the wheel, taking only 
catnaps. Before he would go to 
sleep, he forced his wife to take 
control. She obeyed. 

A revolver always ready, he was 
abusive to the crew, they s.iid. At 
times, some of them were locked 
up in various cabins. They could 
only guess at his ultimate purpose, 
but Investigators theorized today 
that he had a vision of establish¬ 
ing a colony of some kind in the 
South Pacific. 

With the Aafje provisioned for 
a two-day voyage, Morgan put his 
companions on rations, apparently 
intending to stop at small ports 
along the Mexican coast for sup¬ 
plies. 

DEATH STRIKES 

Five hundred miles southwest of 
San Pedro, and five days after de¬ 
parture, violent death struck, 
again. 

“Horne and Spernak, abused 
members of the crew, were work¬

him.

of all, Including his betrayer Judas 
Iscariot. 

Asked if Henry Ford and Gen¬ 
eral Motors were to be held re¬ 
sponsible for the recession, the 
President suggested letting his 
parable stand, adding it was a 
pretty good Illustration. 

Ickes’ contention that a finish 
fight must take place between 
America’s millions and an assert¬ 
ed plutocracy of “60 families” 
drew quick rebuttal today from 
several members of congress. 

The interior secretary said in a 
radio address last night that “eco¬ 
nomic power in this country does 
not rest in the mass of the people 
as it must it a democracy is to 
endure.” 

“Here in America,” he said, "it 
is the old struggle between the 
power of money and the power of 
the democratic instinct. 

“In the last few months this ir¬ 
reconcilable conflict, long growing 
in our history, has come into the 
open as never before, has taken 
a form and intensity which makes 
it clear that it must be fought 
through to a finish—until plutoc¬ 
racy or democracy, until Amer¬ 
ica’s 60 families or America’s 120,- 
000,000 people—win.” 

ASK COOPERATION 

Some legislators expressed 
agreement with Ickes’ views, but 
others in both major parties, com¬ 
menting on his speech, called for 
greater cooperation between gov¬ 
ernment and business. 

The address followed two de¬ 
nunciations M “big business” by 
Robert H. Jackson, head of the 
justice department’s anti-trust di¬ 
vision, who with Ickes was a guest 
on President Roosevelt’s recent 
fishing trip off the Florida coast. 

In the background of all spec¬ 
ulation over the President’s atti¬ 
tude was the current business 
downspin, and what it may mean 
politically to those who support 
and those who oppose administra¬ 
tion recommendations. 

"60 FAMILIES” 

Ickes, taking a phrase from a 
book by Ferdinand Lundberg, 
talked repeatedly of “60 families” 
who he said controlled one-fourth 
of the country’s wealth. 

Asserting that the “60 families” 
had attempted to use the economic 
recession as a lever to pry con¬ 
cessions from the government, he 
added: 

"To the 120,000,000 people of 
the United States, they have made 
the threat that unless they are 
free to speculate free of regula¬ 
tions to protect the people’s 
money; unless they are free to 
accumulate through legal tricks 
by means of corporations without 
restrictions on their financial or 
economic power; unless they are 
once more free to do all these 
things, then the United States Is 
to have its first general sit-down 
strike—not of labor, not of the 
American people—but of the 60 
families and of the capital created 
by the whole American people of 
which the 60 families have 
obtained control." 

Ickes urged business to purge 
its ranks of “its Fords, its Girdlers 
and its Rands” and mentioned a 
recent National Labor Relations 
board order against Henry Ford.

(Continued trmn Page 1) 
astatlon squads marched out of 
Tsingtao today, leaving undefend¬ 
ed the once-rich North (Jihna sea¬ 
port marked for conquest by ad¬ 
vancing Japanese armies. 

A corps of foreign vigilantes 
armed with clubs attempted to 
maintain order in the city, from 
which an exodus of Americans and 
other foreigners was under way. 

When Chinese police started 
leaving, however, looters ran Into 
the Japanese business section. 
They ransacked what Japanese 
property had not been destroyed 
in nearly two weeks of systematic 
dynamiting. Chief aim of the for¬ 
eign vigilantes was to prevent 
damage to foreign property. 
START NEW FIRES 

The departing Chinese units 
started a dozen new fires. A Jap¬ 
anese silk factory and a Japanese 
tobacco company building were 
among the structures in flames. 

There were no new explosions 
during the day and the foreign 
vigilEUites expressed the belief 
that all Chinese dynamiters had 
fled. 

Arrival of Japanese forces was 
expected momentarily. 

Only two hours before the dev¬ 
astation squads of soldiers and 
marines followed General Ehen 
Hung Lieh out of the city, word 
reached Shanghai that Chinese 
legions 100 miles to the west were 
fighting desperately to stem the 
Japanese advance long enough for 
destruction of Japanese Tsingtao 
properties to be completed. 

A heavy engagement was re¬ 
ported in progress near Weihsien, 
importsint railway point. Once 
Japemese occupied that city their 
entry into Tsingtao itself was ex¬ 
pected to come within a short 
time. 

Chinese forces under Christian 
General Feng Yu-Hsiang fought 
to hold White Horse mountain 
and the Mountain of a Thousand 
Buddhas, in the path of the Japa¬ 
nese advance southward from 
Tsinan, conquered Shantung prov¬ 
ince capital. The major Chinese 
force had withdrawn from the 
Tsingtao area to the southwest. 

On the Chekiang province front 
south of Shanghai other Chinese 
armies at Tsaoku and Tunglu 
checked, temporarily, at least, the 
Japanese advance into the Interior. 
200 YANKS REMAIN 

Reports from Tsingtao were 
that more than 200 Americans 
remained there, with the U. S. 
Cruiser Marblehead and the de- 
troyer Pope standing by to take 
them to safety. 

The wave of destruction inside 
the city had reached a peak dur¬ 
ing the last two days, with blast¬ 
ing and burning of waterproof 
buildings and Japanese factories, 
homes and shops as far as 20 
miles inland. 

Reports of indbeased Soviet aid 
to China continued to filter into 
Shanghai. JThe most recent, 
printed in Chinese "Social Dally 
News,” said a number of small 
submarines and amphibian tanks 
were guarding against naval at¬ 
tacks on Anking, Yangtze river 
port in Anhwei province.

Soon after my readers have 
scanned this column tonight the 
bells will begin to toll the deatli 
of 1937 and then whistles and 
bells will joyfully announce the 
arrival of 1938. I have had it in 
mind to have this column bring 
some kind of a New Year's mes¬ 
sage to my readers, and at last I 
decided to let Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend speak through this col¬ 
umn with a holiday greeting 
which appeared in the Christmas 
number of the Townsend Weekly. 
In this way I think the spirit of 
the Townsend movement and that 
of its great founder can be better 
portrayed than in any other. The 
Doctor's greeting follows; 

‘A HOLID.XY GREETING’ 

"With the approach of the holi¬ 
day season of 1937, I am imbued 
with a profound sense of grati¬ 
tude to every man and woman in 
this great and far-flung organiza¬ 
tion for the loyalty, zeal and de¬ 
votion to a great cause which all 
have so eloquently manifested. 
Words seem but poor instruments 
to express all that is in my heart. 

"During the past year our path 
has at times been thorny and dif¬ 
ficult, but we have gone forward, 
confident, faithful and unwavering, 
always gaining precious steps in 
the pursuit of that shining goal 
which all of us have set our hearts 
upon. We have proven conclu¬ 
sively to ourselves and to count¬ 
less observers that this great 
movement yields not nor falters 
before assault from within or with¬ 
out. but marches always reso¬ 
lutely forward, made stronger by 
adversity and wiser and more able 
by experience. 

"To all who have labored in the 
field in the extension and promo¬ 
tion of our cause, I wish to ex¬ 
press my heartfelt gratitude. No 
effort has been, nor can be, lost. 
Thus let us renew our faith with 
the dawning of the New Year, 
knowing that finally the great to¬ 
tal of all we have done, and all 
that we have yet to do, will bring 
us to victory. 

"The year 1937 has been a most 
important one in the history of 
our organization and has brought 
many heartening, even inspiring, 
developments. I look forward, and 
I am sure all of you do also, to 
the year 1938, for still greater 
achievement. Soon we shall begin 
to write our Townsend history 
upon that fresh, unspoiled page of 
a New Year. Let us write reso¬ 
lutely and with a firm hand a 
proud chronicle of a still greater 
achievement than we have ever 
recorded. Today, as I write these 
lines, I feel an inspiring confi¬ 
dence that we shall do so. 

"DR. F. E. TOWNSEND.” 


I believe my readers w'ill agree 
that In the doctor’s greeting there 
is an exalted tone and quality of 
thought not altogether common to 
men. In it is breathed a sincerity 
and nobleness of purpose that is 
unmistakable. No selfishness is 
there and no lack of appreciation 


of the services performed in be¬ 
half of our great cause by even 
the humblest of his followers. 
Faith of high character in the 
eventual success of the Townsend 
plan principles is plainly evi¬ 
denced. In the doctor's message 
there is something of the same 
spirit that caused the Psalmist to 
say; "I will lift up mine eyes 
unto the hills, from whence cometh 
my help." 

It will be difficult for those 
who have read the "Holiday Greet¬ 
ing” from the doctor to believe 
evil of him. If the Townsend 
leader fails to attend the Jan. 7 
meeting of pension leaders, which 
it is rumored will be held in 
■Washington at that date, it will 
be because he believes his right¬ 
eous cause will be better served by 
his absence. The rumors are that 
the meeting will seek to eng'neer 
a sponsorship for old age pension 
legi.slation calling for a maximum 
pension of $100 per month or less. 

The suggestion is made that 
better support could be obtained 
from congress for such type'legis¬ 
lation which in the opinion of this 
writer is a mere camouflage of 
other purposes lurking in the rear. 
I have predicted heretofore that in 
this coming half-session of the 
congress an attempt would be 
made to pass legislation which 
would avoid employing the trans¬ 
action tax principles and I still 
think that when the full details 
of purposes in connection with this 
called meeting of pension leaders 
has been brought to light it will 
be found that doing away with the 
transaction tax method of financ¬ 
ing old age annuities will be a 
part of the program. But be that 
as it may. Rep. Harry R. Shep¬ 
pard really does relea.se press dis¬ 
patches to the effect that Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend was not 
present at this meeting as an evi¬ 
dence that he is not willing to 
co-operate for the good of the old 
people of America (as it is ru¬ 
mored the congre.ssman may do) 
they will have little effect on those 
who understand the high and 
ncble purposes which motivate the 
doctor.

The curtain of time rings down on 
another year and we stand on the 
threshold of a new year, richly laden 
with golden possibilities. The old year 
has written its history, has made its 
influence upon us even as we have 
spread our influence. 

Now the question in most of our 
minds is, "What does 1938 hold for us?” 
Will it be a year of prosperity, or does 
the pre.sent slump mean a deeper de¬ 
pression? Will the present dark pic¬ 
tures of warfare in several places on 
the earth serve as an ever widening 
whirlpool which will eventually plunge 
the nations into another World war? 
The sincere hope of all thinking people 
is that a story of peace may be writ¬ 
ten in 1938. 

Joshua said to Israel, “Ye have not 
passed this way before.” Nor do we 
know what is ahead for 1938. But the 
God that guided Joshua is willing to 
he our guide. The God that guided 
.'Ibraham when he started on his jour- 
ley of faith not knowing where he 
was going, yet confident with whom he 
vas traveling, will go with us if we 
.'.'ill but let Him. 

Life is always a venture in faith, 
■ven though many would like to see 
elearly the events of the year. It was 
an all-wise and loving Father to save 
us the anxiety and trouble which such 
advanced knowledge might bring. He 
iiung a curtain between us and the 
future, for which we should be thank¬ 
ful. How many times have we “crossed 
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bridges” before we got there, only to 
find none upon our arrival. 

Were we to have tried to solve 1937’s 
problems at the beginning of the year, 
we might have gone insane, yet as 
we faced those problems they began 
to disappear and as we continued to 
face them they continued to disappear. 
Let us bear this in mind as we face 
1938. It was a wise program for us 


that we "Take no thought for the 
morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself." Then, 
let us remember that “As thy day so 
shall thy strength be.” It is better 
that we do not know what lies ahead 
in the new year for reverses might 
hang a pall over the whole year, or 
we would be impatient in wilting for 
blessings. 


Many will make resolutions, which 
is a good thing. If we could look over 
a written record for our past 12 months, 
who is there that would not want to 
“turn over the new leaf” resolved to 
do better? Yet we are helpless in our 
own power to do much better alone. 
We can with His help. So in our res¬ 
olutions let us include Him and His 
help and confidence. We may be as¬ 
sured that nothing can come to us 
which will be able to rob us of any¬ 
thing of lasting value, that all that 
can be taken from us is but material. 

Tribulation, distress, famine or sword 
—come what may "Nothing shall be 
able to separate us from the love of 
God.” More than .that, we may by 
the help of God take things which 
come to us during the year and use 
them as means of development to our¬ 
selves. It may be that we will have 
to follow the example of St. Paul, to 
learn in whatsoever state we are, there¬ 
with to be content and by so doing 
we will find that “godliness with con¬ 
tentment is great gain.” With a heart 
relationship with God and an attitude 
like that we cannot lose. 

So let us face 1938 confidentially and 
courageously and boldly say "The Lord 
is our helper and we will not fear what 
man (or time) shall do unto us.” We 
may take the words of the song writer 
as our guide for the year: 

Lord, I would clasp Thy hand in mine, 
Nor ever murmur nor repine. 

Content, whatever lot I see. 

Since 'tie my God that leadeth met

,Gri(i Fatality 
iList Declines

NEW ORLEANS. (.Pi — Amer¬ 
ica’s football coaches were told to¬ 
day that the fatality toll this year 
was the lowest since official rec¬ 
ords were started in 1931. 

Along with the report which 
listed only 19 deaths due to grid¬ 
iron injuries, Floyd R. Eastwixid, 
associate professor of physical 
education at Purdue university, of¬ 
fered a recommendation for closer 
supervision of play as an aid to a 
further decrease. 

Dr. Eastwood’s annual summa¬ 
tion of football deaths was made 
to the national football coaches’ 
annual convention, through Will¬ 
iam S. Langford, secretary of the 
rules committee. 

Significant in the report, aside 
from the decrease of 42 per cent 
from the peak of 1931, was the 
drop of college deaths from 12.1 
per cent on each 100.000 exposures 
in 1931 to no fatalities in 1937. 

"Most of the fatalities indirect¬ 
ly associated with football,” Dr. 
Eastwood said, "could have been 
eliminated by daily inspection of 
players for skin breaks. Infections 
are taking too heavy a toll of foot¬ 
ball players.”

Who said recession ? I 

That’s what Doc Stork, Dan 
Cupid and The Grim Reaper want¬ 
ed to know today as they whirled 
down the home stretch of a ban¬ 
ner 1937—bigge.st year in the vital 
statistics business since before de¬ 
pression. 

With a few hours to go before 
1938 and some belated birth and 
death figures still unreported, 
here’s the way the statistics .score- 
board reads: 

Births—1937 last year, 1993 this 
year. 

Deaths— 1305 last year, 1400 
this year. 

Marriage licenses — 4467 last 
year, 4686 this year. 

Increa.se.s in births and weddings 
was credited to returning prosper¬ 
ity; the jump in Orange county’s 
death rate will remain a mystery 
until Dr. K. H. Sutherland, county 
health officer, has had a chance 
to analyze direct and contributory 
causes. 

Biggest month in death.s—Janu¬ 
ary—was one of the .smallest in 
births and marriages, figures re¬ 
vealed. A total of 167 per.sons 
succumbed in January, most of 
them from pneumonia, influenza 
and other respiratory di.sea.ses 
partly aggravated by the abnor¬ 
mally cold weather. 

Death rales for pneumonia 
dropped from 93 in 1936 to 74 .so 
far this year, however, while flu 
deaths increased from 17 to 27. 
Traffic fatalities have climbed 
.slightly above last year’s tolal, 
while accidental death.s from other 
cau.ses Increa.sed from 38 last year 
to 50 in 1937. 

The marriage total was expected 
to soar well above 4700 by 5 p. m. 
today, since 34 couples filed no¬ 
tice of intention to wed three days 
ago and were eligible to secure li- 
ren.ses today in time for New 
Year’s eve weddings. 

Marriages already have hit a 
higher peak, however, than any 
year since 1926, when 5026 cou¬ 
ples were married in Southern 
California’s “Gretna Green 
county.’’ 

Best month for the county 
clerk’s marriage bureau was June 
with 522 licenses issued, with Feb¬ 
ruary's 288 a low point for the 
year. December licenses were ex¬ 
pected to total approximately 400. 

Doc Stork, 1937 model, is doing 
better than any of his predeces¬ 
sors slnee 1924 when 2012 babies 
were bom to Orange county par¬ 
ents. with 1923 still claiming an 
all-time record of 2268. This 
yeai's birth rate of 15.63 per 1000 
population i.s only slightly over 
half of the phenomenal 1923 rate 
of 28.87, based on a population 
then of only 78,544. (Stati.sticians 
figure current county population 
at 128,000.)

FOR NURSES 

Special and continued care for 
nurses crippled by infantile paral¬ 
ysis in the 1934 epidemic was 
proposed today by the Los An- 
' geles county grand jury—as eight 
similar cases in Orange county 
still hung fire, three years later. 

A system of lump sum settle¬ 
ments for the crippled nurses’ 
financial claims, under way here, 
was opposed by the Los Angeles 
grand jury. The group recom¬ 
mended that the nurses be per¬ 
mitted to choose their own meth¬ 
od of rehabilitation and their own 
physicians. 

In filing the report, the com¬ 
mittee referred to complaints of 
many of the nurses that they were 
poorly fed and housed, neglected, 
abused and often forced to sub¬ 
mit to what they termed needless 
operations. 

One hundred and 50 nurses In 
Los Angeles were affected by the 
report. Of the score or more 
taken sick with the disease at the 
county hospital during the epi¬ 
demic here, eight cases still re¬ 
main unsettled, after long negoti¬ 
ations with county officials and 
the state industrial accident com¬ 
mission. 

Several local nurses fought 
against county supervisors’ plans 
to return them to the county hos¬ 
pital rather than pay for their 
maintenance in other institutions 
or at home.

News! 

Floods, storm, politics, death, 
humor . . . Down through the 
la-st 12 months the news stories 
of 1937 paraded, running the 
gamut from tragedy to comedy, 
from humor to holocast! 

Today the curtain rings down. 
Some of the year’s stories end, 
others continue from day to da.v. 

Here are Orange county’s 
“big” stories—retold from the 
headlines of 1937: 

Labor 

Labor troubles harassed the en¬ 
tire county throughout 1937. Near- 
riots, organizers, stink - bombs, 
strikes and finally the beating of 
Willard Lake, Santa Ana contrac¬ 
tor, two weeks ago, built Journal 
headlines. 

Throughout the year, the labor 
squabble was characterized by 
victories for the worker, grow¬ 
ing strength of the unions. In¬ 
creased wages and better work¬ 
ing conditions, despite the des¬ 
perate clamor of press and em¬ 
ployes occasioned by each new 
outburst. 

Jan. 16, first of the county’s 
“labor” troubles was born, when 
employes of the county served no¬ 
tice on the board of suiwryisors 
they would demand more pay. 
Their demands were voiced through 
department heads, who carried 
them directly to the board roo.u. 

Just as the National Reemploy¬ 
ment sciwice announced it had 
found jobs for 11,211 persons dur- | 
ing 1936, labor forces estimated 
another 1000 would lose their jobs 
as a result of the disastrous freeze 
on Jan. 23. 

RETAIL STRIFE 

•March 29 labor strife spread to 
the city’s retail stores, when the 
central labor council said at¬ 
tempts would be made to unionize 
all clerks. One day later worried 
merchants called a mass meeting 
to combat the unionization threat. 
This meeting saw the birth of a 
comprehensive program expected 
to result in uniform hours and 
wages, as an answer to union 
threats. 

April 1, Mass meeting was called 
of clerks throughout the county; 
purpose the organization of a 
county-wide union. On the same 
day truck drivers openly threat¬ 
ened a county-wide walkout un¬ 
less wage demands were granted. 
DAIRY STRIKE 
Ten days later a dairy strike 
harassed the county, as the Com¬ 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
moved into the county. ’Two work¬ 
ers were badly beaten at an El 
Modena dairy. 

Next day. managers of county 
citrus packing houses voluntarily 
raised pickers’ wages V 2 cent a 
box, and 11 county .school districts 
announced pay boosts. 

April 21. Santa Ana stores, at 
last organized, announced they had 
adopted a uniform code of hours, 
opening at 9 a. m,, closing at 5:30 
p. m. One day later the city coun¬ 
cil launched a study of employes’ 
wages, announced they would be 
raised. 

April 27. Schools of the city fell 
in line. The new budget showing 
an increase in 3.6 per cent in the 
salary schedule, raising the budget 
3.5 per cent. That same week bar¬ 
bers of the city launched a fight 
for unionization. 

FIRE.MEN ORGANIZE 

On .May 4 the city firemen or¬ 
ganized a union, claiming 100 per 
cent enrollment, and a week later 
the union movement spread, em¬ 
bracing all the county's citrus 
workers, as they received a local 
charter from AFL. Later in the 
same month 2500 county vegetable 
workers suddenly united in a de¬ 
mand for pay increases. Granted, 
the ante was raised again last 
week, before the state labor board, 
but was defeated. 

Labor pots simmered at slow 
heat until July—then the city an¬ 


nounced a 10 per cent raise for 
employes, touching off repercus¬ 
sions in other labor groups. Five 
days later the labor council an¬ 
nounced 10,000 workers belonged 
to formal organizations through¬ 
out the county, the membership 
more than tripled in a four-month 
drive. 

July 31. The first serious trou¬ 
ble of the year struck suddenly, as 
60 men quit their jobs in the 
Missis,sippi Glass company, Fuller¬ 
ton, and the plant closed its doors, 
surrounded by pickets. It was 50 
days before it opened again, the 
strikers’ demands met by compro¬ 
mise. 

ROOFERS QUIT 

On Aug. 4 every roofer in the 
county suddenly quit, declaring 
‘ they were not on strike, but mere¬ 
ly observing a “labor holiday.” 
They went back to work a few 
days later, union recognition 
granted. 

County employes joined the la¬ 
bor war on Sept. 4, when indigna¬ 
tion over published reports of the 
county’s new salary ordinance re¬ 
sulted in threats to form an em¬ 
ployes' union, voiced at a mass 
meeting. On Sept. 29 the new 
salary ordinance, raising wages ap¬ 
proximately 14 per cent, but cut¬ 
ting the mileage rate, was adopted. 

Serious labor trouble threatened 
Santa Ana again early in October, 
as disputes between the meatcut- 
ters’ union and markets of the city 
over working conditions resulted in 
picket lines at Main, Slaters’, 
Model, Negrete’s, and other mar¬ 
kets. Police were called several 
‘imes in the next week to quell 
i.icipient street-fighting. Stink 
bombs were thrown. The battle 
ended in deadlock, some weeks 
later, ■when a city regulatory ordi¬ 
nance was pigeon-holed. 
E.'VIPLOYERS’ LEAGUE 

On Dec. 3, the year-long work¬ 
ers’ squabble resulted in formation 
of an employers’ league for ’’mu¬ 
tual protection.” Byron Curry, 
former head of the county welfare 
department, was named as execu¬ 
tive secretary. 

In a final, star-spangled burst 
for the year, labor’s troubles 
cracked wide-open Dec. 11, when, 
as the climax to several weeks of 
squabbling, Willard Lake, Santa 
Ana contractor, was beaten by an 
unidentified man said to be an or¬ 
ganizer for the truckers’ union. 
Charges and counter-charges flew, 
warrants were issued, the grand 
jury investigated — and nothing 
happened. 

Last, ironic, note for the year: 

On Dec. 20 a counter girl at the 
A-1 Cleaners quit her job. A one- 
man picket line promptly "sur¬ 
rounded” the plant. Owner Bur- 
man, charging it was an attempt 
to force his prices up, applied for 
a court injunction. The one-man 
picket, after braving a desert wind 
for 24 hours, was withdrawn. 

Law 

Three things characterized the 
pageant of policedom in Orange 
county during the year. 

Floyd Howard’s traffic war. 

Sheriff Jackson’s gambling war. 

Ernest Layton’s super-snoopers. 

Howard’s traffic campaign gets 
the nod for the biggest story of 
the year in the law department. It 
has resulted, during the past 10 
months, in making the name of 
Santa Ana feared to careless mo¬ 
torists throughout Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. It has reduced the acci¬ 
dent rate, and greatly increased 
the number of arrests. 

TRAFFIC WAR 

It was born on March 4, when 
Howard suddenly announced his 
men would wage a relentless war 
against all forms of traffic viola¬ 
tion, paying special attention to 
speeders, reckless and drunk driv¬ 
ers. those failing to observe stop 
signals. On the first day it was 


in force 60 were handed tickets. 

Signs burgeoned on the city’s 
highways, stressing traffic laws. 
Special guards were posted at 
school crossings. The daily list of 
arrests remained over a score for 
months, then slowly began to drop, 
as the drive took effect. 

PARKING DRIVE 

Early in the summer, police, im¬ 
pelled by traffic problems, were 
given orders to crack down on 
overtime parkers. Tickets de¬ 
scended like rain on motorists long 
accustomed to leaving their cars 
the day through on busy streets. 
Two weeks ago the "bath-tub” pa¬ 
trol made its appearance, as of¬ 
ficers in side-cars began a city¬ 
wide check on parked cars, de¬ 
signed to cover the territory in 
one-fourth the time. 

The silliest note of the whole 
campaign, however, was struck 
Aug. 12, when Chief Howard an¬ 
nounced he would campaign re¬ 
lentlessly against promiscuous 
"honkers.” “This noise,” he said, 
“cannot go on.” His drive con¬ 
tinued, but people still honk their 
horns. 

“SUPER-SNOOPERS” 

Layton’s “super-snoopers” ante¬ 
dated the great traffic war. 

The councilman startled the 
world with his announcement on 
Feb. 2. “My plan,” he said, "is to 
create a force of 50 public-spirited 
citizens who will report all traffic 
violations to police, giving license 
numbers, and where possible, 
names. This should prove a great 
deterrent . , .” 

A storm of protest greeted City 
Council’s first reading of the ordi¬ 
nance. Layton and Councilman 
Joe Smith clashed -violently. The 
next day Layton, under pressure, 
agreed to furnish the names of the 
chosen 50. On Feb. 16 the council 
approved Layton’s plan—and then 
the scheme faded gently away. A 
few days later Howard’s traffic 
war took its place. 
ANTI-GAMBLING FIGHT 

The sheriff’s anti-gambling ac¬ 
tivities continued at the same high 
speed they attained during 1936. 
A glance at the headlines through 
the year will tell the story: 

Jan. 1—Sheriff wars on marble 
games. 

Jan. 6—District Attorney Men¬ 
ton announced plan to carry mar¬ 
ble games into court for test of 
legality. 

Jan. 11—^Marble games removed. 

Jan. 30—Sheriff cracks down on 
punch boards, announcing he was 
"out to get the big shots.” Jour¬ 
nal ends series of punch board 
stories. 

Feb. 5—Sheriff issues ultimatum 
to local chiefs, warning punch 
boards must go, or sheriff will 
remove them. 

Feb. 6—Owner Henry Faust 
bows to sheriff’s edict, agrees to 
remove all punch boards from 
county. 

June 21—Jackson knocks over 
$10,000 gambling palace at San 
Clemente, jails three. 

July 23—Sheriff raids Balboa 
tango joint, flays local police in 
county for failure to stop gam¬ 
bling. 

Aug. 5—Sheriff demands 11 new 
deputies, claims present force in¬ 
adequate. 

Aug. 28—Sheriff again flays lo¬ 
cal chiefs, clamps down on Seal 
Beach walkathon. 

Nov. 6—Nickel games having 
quietly sneaked back into the city, 
sheriff opens war again, confis¬ 
cates 40 marble machines. 

Nov. 11—Sheriff confiscates 
marble games inside Santa Ana, 
others disappear.

HARVESTS 

SAN FRANCISCO. (A») —Cali¬ 
fornia farmers had the largest field 
crop yields this year in the state’s 
history, the federal department of 
agriculture reported today. 

The aggregate yield for the state 
was 9,098,006 tons, compared with 
the previous record of 8,866,754 
last year. Acreage harvested set 
a new record since 1920 at 5,295,- 
800 acres. 

The combined field crop value 
of $185,308,000 was a new high for 
the recovery period, and more than 
double the 1932 value. 

The bean crop of 5,369,000 100- 
pound bags was the largest in the 
state’s history, and a record cot¬ 
ton crop added $31,928,000 worth 
of lint and $6,952,000 worth of 
seed. 

Heading the list of California 
field crops in value was tame hay, 
worth $53,112,000.

Strange as it seems, today is 
both January 1, 1938, and Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1937—each year begins and 
ends on New Year’s day—for the 
‘‘simple" reason that New Year’s 
day is 48 hours long!

ber 31, 1937, all over the world ex¬ 
cept to the immediate westward 
of the Date Line. As the midnight 
hour progressed westerly around 
the world at the rate of 15 de¬ 
grees an hour, a new day was 
forming behind it—January 1, 
1938. 

After one complete revolution of 
the earth, the midnight hour again 
crosses the Intemationai Date 
Line. Then it is actually New 
Year’s day. January 1, 1938, all 



over the world, but as the mid¬ 
night hour moves on westward 
away from the Date Line, January 
2 forms behind it. Obviously 24 
hours is necessary for the earth 
to make another full turn and for 
the midnight hour to circle the 
earth and return to the Date Line, 
like the hour hand of a clock, snip¬ 
ping off the last vestige of Janu¬ 
ary 1—48 hours after its initial 
debut on this world!

Weather — cost citrus growers 
$1,500,000; destroyed $1,000,000 
worth of county property; threw 
1000 men out of work; precipi¬ 
tated a terrific squabble over 
frozen fruit, still in the courts; 
provided the topic for at least 50 
per cent of ail casual conversation 
during the year. 

On Jan. 9 it struck its first 
blow, when the mercury began 
skidding, hitting as low as 23 de¬ 
grees. Jan. 10 the most severe 
freeze in 15 years struck. Citrus 
and avocado losses were estimated 
as high as 50 per cent. Caught in 
the grip of freezing weather for 
four days, the county found relief 
when it began to rain on Jan. 12. 
S.IIUDGE POTS BELCH 
The relief was short-lived, how¬ 
ever, as on Jan. 20 smudge pots 
began to belch again, and tempera¬ 
tures slid lower and lower. One 
thousand students were absent 
from county schools as a flu epi¬ 
demic raged, and temperatures 
dropped to 20 degrees. E.xperts 
warned of a “coldest night'' com¬ 
ing. 

The next day their predictions 
came true. The worst freeze in 
25 years sent the thermometer 
down to 17 in Olive, 19 in Garden 
Grove, 19 in Anaheim, 19 in Or¬ 
ange, 20 in Fullerton and 20 in 
Santa Ana. 

More than 1000 men slated to 
lose their jobs as a result of freeze, 
experts said. Assessor James 
Sleeper launched a plan to revaluate 
frost-ruined trees; the WPA an¬ 
nounced a plan to care for the 
jobless; SRA stood ready to aid 
families and children destitute in 
the freezing weather. 

GAS RECORD 

The gas company on Jan. 24 
announced the county had used 
15,491,000 cubic feet of gas during 
the 24 hours- breaking all con¬ 
sumption records. I 

On Ja.n. 27 a third cold snap I 
gripped the county. A survey of 
markets revealed that fresh food 
prices had doubled in a week as a 
result. 

The cold snap lifted, and in its 
wake came flood. 

On Feb. 6 flood warnings were 
broadcast throughout the county 
as rivers filled, streams ran bank 
to bank with melting snow, and 
rain began to fall. 

Two days later a terrific flood 
struck the county. Roads were 
washed out, highways flooded, 
train service stopped. Total losses 
exceeded a half million dollars. 
MORE FLOOD 

For almost a week there was re¬ 
lief. Then, on Saturday, Feb. 15, 
a second, more devastating, wall

SCOUTS RESCUED 

On Jan. 2, 113 county Boy 
Scouts were rescued from Camp 
Rokili, where they had been ma¬ 
rooned for more than a week, with 
insufficient food. 

On Sept. 13 a 97-degree heat 
wave broke the record of the year 
—and on the same day it was an¬ 
nounced 58 per cent of the year’s 
orange crop had been sold, at a 
net loss of $1,500,000, resulting 
from the January freeze. 

On Dec. 10 the first rainfall of 
the season fell throughout the 
county, ending a record drought 
extending for eight months. 

Two days later the first desert 
winds ripped and tore through the 
county, twisting fruit from trees, 
fanning a 2000-acre brush fire. 

The year's rainfall exceeded 22 
inches, for another record. 


they were spied on; Sam Snod¬ 
grass, former deputy sheriff, waa 
identified in court as having 
"checked out’’ inspectors’ cars as 
they left the county garage. 
COURT BATTLE 
The 928 boxes of fruit, officers 
charged, were started on their way 
to shipment. A long court battle 
for confiscation ended with stipu¬ 
lations which sent the fruit to an 
orange juice plant. 

Edward W. Mills, manager of 
the Anaheim Community Growers, 
became the central figure in the 
inspectors’ battle. Mills was ar¬ 
rested as he stepped from the wit¬ 
ness stand July 22 after testify¬ 
ing here, and fined in Pomona on 
a criminal charge of attempting to 
ship frozen fruit. 

By September, it was estimated 
58 per cent of the orange crop had 
been sold, at a loss of $1,500,000. 
Higher prices because of the 
scarcity of fruit, however, helped 
growers who were able to save 
part of their crops by heating. 
CBLMINAL CHARGES 

Criminal charges similar to the 
Pomona accusation were filed 
against Mills here. Three weeks 
of courtroom wrangling in Ana¬ 
heim ended in a hung jury, 6 to 6. 

Harold McCabe, deputy district 
attorney, threw a bombshell into 
the fight as he charged Assembly- 
man Thomas Kuchel, nephew of 
Justice Charles Kuchel (who heard 
the fiivst trial) had attempted to 
"put pressure” on N. P. Byrd, 
state inspector, by threatening 
Byrd’s job if fruit inspection were 
not more lenient. 

Justice Kuchel suddenly dis¬ 
qualified himsfcif jiisi as his 
nephew was called to' the stand to 
testify on McCabe’s motion for 
disqualification of the court. Jus¬ 
tice Kenneth Morrison of Santa 
Ana was named by Chief Justice 
William H. Waste of the state su¬ 
preme court to hear the second 
trial, after McCabe and defense 
lawyers were unable to agree on 
a judge. 

ANAHEI.M BRISTLES 

With Anaheim bristling with 
feeling on the subject, the county 
grand jury began its Investigation 
Dec. 17, calling north county cit¬ 
rus moguls to explain the situa¬ 
tion. A grand jury committee 
sat in on most of the Anaheim 
trial; and lengthy mention of the 
scandal was expeefed when the 
jury files its report next month. 

Latest blast from the year-old 
freeze was fired Dec. 15, when 
the Central Orange County Citrus 
exchange. Mills' a.ssociation, was 
expelled from the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange for “flagrant 
violations of contracts.” 

Mills and his associates imme¬ 
diately began conferences. They 
could either break up the associa¬ 
tion, with the growers joining 
other C. F. G. E. houses, market 
independently, or affiliate with an¬ 
other cooperative. They chose to 
market independently. 

On Dec. 29 their move was an¬ 
nounced, in a statement to grow¬ 
ers whic;h accused the Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange of “attempting to 
steal our members” and of being a 
“political cooperative.” Hence¬ 
forth, said the directors, they 
would market directly through 
brokers and agents in the East. 


the entire organization joined 
cheerfully in the scrap which still 
continues. 

On Aug. 81 Assistant District 
Attorney James L. Davis quit his 
post to enter private practice, was 
succeeded by Preston Turner. 

Superior Judge H. G. Ames and 
board of supervisors, in the mean¬ 
time, were tooth and toenail over 
administration of juvenile home 
. . . but that is covered elsewhere. 

Oct. 11—Years of haggling over 
Huntington Beach tideland oil 
royalties ended when the state 
accepted a payment of $518,0001 
from Standard Oil. Several weeks 
ago, too. Overacker regained his 
post in a special election. 

NEW SALARY LAW 

Sept. 29—County finally adopts 
new salary ordinance, amidst 
storm of protest from employes 
and others. 

And on Nov. 6 a star-spangled 
row burst over the same salary 
ordinance, when Sheriff Logan 
Jackson, Coroner Earl Abbey and 
Treasurer T. E. Stephenson re¬ 
fused to return fees collected in 
the past, under terms of the ordi¬ 
nance. The fight still rages. 

Supervi.sor N. E. West entered 
the battle. So did The Journal. 
The Sheriff thought he’d sue. The 
Journal dared him to. West set 
a deadline of Dec. 5 for return of 
the fees. They weren’t returned. 
And there the matter rests. 

GBA.ND ,IURY CHECKS 
In the meantime, the grand jury 
convened, and promptly began in¬ 
vestigating virtually everything. 
This must be practically a closed 
’oooK-ao the jury still meets, and 
no reports a.s yet. 

On Nov. 18 the Republicans en¬ 
tered the poht.ical picture with 
plans for a stream-lined, 1938 edi¬ 
tion caucus, pre-primary conven¬ 
tion and steering committee. 

Twelve days later another 
schism rent the Demccratic ranks 
asunder, when revolt in the As¬ 
sembly resulted in unseating of 
virtually every officer, including 
Chairman Chester Dale, who was 
replaced by Old-Iiner Horace Head. 

On Dec. 16 Dale led his group 
of malconents into an organization 
w be known as the Democratic 
Clubs of Orange County.

Frozen Fruit 

Smudge pots, bowls of oil and 
old tires belched clouds of smoke 
In January as a record cold wave 
struck Orange county’s ranches, 
seriously damaging half the or¬ 
ange crop and winding up in a 
free-for-all legal battle between 
enforcement officers and packers. 

First cold snap arrived Jan. 9; 
temperatures dropped still lower 
two days later, and on Jan. 22 a 
record low of 17 degrees was re¬ 
corded, as sleepless ranchers toiled 
late into the morning, desperately 
attempting to save their crop. 
INSPECTORS BOW 

Packing of the crop in late 
spring brought arguments between 
state and county inspectors and 
packing house men, mostly in the 
Anaheim area. July 4 a lot of 928 
boxes of fruit was tagged for by¬ 
products disposition by inspectors 
in the Western Fruit Growers 
house. 

Meanwhile inspectors charged

Perhaps the biggest political 
story of the year was just that— 
The Journal predicted it in 1936. 
And . . . 

SUPERVISORS CLEAN HOUSE 
In the first meeting of the new 
board of supervisors, Jan. 5, they 
cleaned house enthusiastically and 
thoroughly. When the execution¬ 
er’s axe finished its wild gyrations 
these heads lay on the floor: 
Welfare Director Byron Curry. 
Road Engineer Nat Neff. 
Purchasing Agent F. W» Sla- 
baugh. 

Those same supervisors have 
been providing fun and frolic from 
the courthouse chambers ever 
since—climaxing their antics this 
month with the “Giant Fee Squab¬ 
ble," and “Sheriff Jackson’s Libel 
Suit." 

STORY ISN’T OVER 
The facts are too well known by 
now to bear repeating—and be¬ 
sides the story isn’t over yet. 

Some other things that turned 
the political arena into a saw¬ 
dust ring during 1937: 

On Jan. 12 political patronage 
was neatly distributed by the 
G. O. P. between the north and 
south county, by joint appointment 
of James B. Utt and Howard Irwin 
as inheritance tax appraisers. 

Feb. 19 saw the first intimations 
of the crack which later widened 
into an out-and-out rebellion of 
the Democrats, when Chester Dale 
hurled charges like “unpatriotic,” 
“subversive.” and “lack of sup¬ 
port,” against Bourbon leaders. 
Urged the Democrat clubs to get 
out from under the central com¬ 
mittee banner. 

TWO FIGHTS 

March 2.—Supervisors launched 
two fights, one of which they lost, 
one which they won. The first 
was for an anti-hog ranch ordi¬ 
nance, the second for an anti¬ 
smudge pot ordinance. The second 
won. The first was defeated after 
a long, bitter and involved battle. 

On April 17 the Democratic 
fight over conduct of the last 
governor’s race burst into open 
warfare, and ended in the forma¬ 
tion of the Orange County Demo¬ 
cratic Assembly, with dissenter 
Chester I. Dale as chairman. 

In Huntington Beach, a day 
later.

TOWNSEND RIFT

48 Hours for a Referendum 

Those in power who oppose giving the people the right 
to vote on foreign wars say it would take too long to hold 
such a vote. 

Ridiculous! It would have taken too long in the 
days when the constitution was written—^when one section 
of the nation might be three months away from another 
by stage coach. 

But these are modem times. Radio, wireless, tele¬ 
phone and airmail have slashed communications distances 
to a fraction. 

A national referendum on war could be held and the 
votes counted in 48 hours. This is the expert testimony 
of a military officer on the question. His statement jibes 
with common sense. 

Surely 48 hours’ delay in deciding whether to send 
American armies to be killed in China or Europe, would 
not destroy the chances of victory—that is, if the people 
should decide to engage in such a struggle. 

We waited two years before deciding to send troops 
to France. Forty-eight hours additional would not have 
hurt. 

This nation can afford to wait 48 hours more before 
declaring war on any other foreign power. 

The Ludlow amendment taking the power to declare 
foreign war away from 267 men in Washington and giv¬ 
ing it to the 120,000,000 people of the United States should 
be passed.

But the Navy plan did not call 
for penetration of Japanese wa¬ 
ters. It called for stationing ships 
off Panama and the California 
coast, with other ships cooperating 
with the British fleet at Singa¬ 
pore. There it would use British 
drydock, British fuel .supplies, and 
most important of all, the safety 
of about 10 days cruising dis¬ 
tance from Japan. The Japanc.se 
fleet could not afford to penetrate 
10 days South to attack. 

Meanwhile all essential Japa¬ 
nese war materials, especially oil, 
would have to come via either 
Singapore, Rus.sia, Panama, or the 
Pacific coast -all in the hands of 

the proposed blockaders.

FE.\R OF ITALY 

After discus.sion with the Brit¬ 
ish, however, this plan was put 
back on the .shelf. Both sides 
agreed that if there was real co¬ 
operation between the British and 
American fleets. Japan would fold 
up and withdraw from China 
without firing a shot in the direc¬ 
tion of the Anglo-American front. 

But reason for the .shelving was 
this. The British were losing 
sleep over Italian .submarine pi- 
lacy in the Mediterranean, would 
spare no ships for the Far Ea.st. 

All this took place la.st August. 

By late October things had qui¬ 
eted down in the Mediterranean, 
and the British indicated to Nor¬ 
man Davis at the Brus.sels Con¬ 
ference that they were now ready 
to move .ships to Singapore. But 
by that time either Roosevelt had 
become worried about U. S. opin¬ 
ion, or his career boys were sa¬ 
botaging him, or both. 

At any rate Davis reported to 
the Briti.sh that Roosevelt had 
cooled off regarding Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can naval cooperation against Ja¬ 
pan.

UNLUCKY DAY 

This brings us down to Dec. 13— 
an unlucky day for the Japanese 
—when the news of the Panay 
bombing broke in the Ajnerican 
press. 

Once again both Rooseveit and 
the British got down their naval 
blockade plan and dusted it off. 

To many within the administra¬ 
tion the Panay incident came as 
a heaven-sent opportunity. It 
meant a chance to prove to the 
American public just what type of 
Japanese war lord the United 
States would be up against in the 
future. It also came as a heaven¬ 
sent opportunity to the British. 
They immediately began sending 
ships to Singapore, giving a defi¬ 
nite commitment that they would 
send a total of six battleships, 12 
cruisers, and 22 destroyers. 

But when the Japanese apology 
finally wa.s received some of the 
administration advi.sers changed 
their minds. The apology made no 
reference to the emperor as re¬ 
quested by Roo.sevelt in his orig¬ 
inal memorandum. But after 12 
hours of hesitation it was decided 
that discretion was the better part 
of valor and the blockade plan 
again was put back on the shelf. 

However, the plan is now kept 
nearer the front of the shelf 
ready to be taken down in case of 
another attack on American 
ships. In that event, it probably 
would be used. But the Japanese 
would take care not to give the 
U. S. another opportunity.

But It’s Science

PHILADELPHIA. — A laby¬ 
rinth in the eye, more intricate 
than the Minotaur's cave, has been 
.solved by H, K. Harlline of the 
Johnson foundation. University of 
Penn.sylvania. 

The eye labyrinth is the thou¬ 
sands of nerve fibers, which to¬ 
gether give sight. Dr. Hartline dis¬ 
covered how to isolate a single 
fiber, attach it to an electric cir¬ 
cuit, and find out how it reports 
to the brain. 

He found that single fibers flash 
different sorts of signals.

STRATEGY AGAINST JAPAN 

As a result of these conversa¬ 
tions the Navy last summer 
worked out a careful strategy to 
be used against Japan. The plan 
was discussed in detaii with the 
British, then put back on the shelf 
for use—if and when. 

That plan was extremely im¬ 
portant. It was based upon the 
fact that Japan Is a series of is¬ 
lands with no raw materials. All 
her war materials—cotton, iron, 
copper, especially oil—must be im¬ 
ported. 

Unlike Italy, when boycotted by
